BEGUN  ar.d  held  at  the  town  of  Corydon,  in  Hnrrista  county,  in  the 
state  of  Indiana,  on  Monday  the  fourth  dav  of  November,  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixteen,  being  the  first  session  of  the 
fir*t  General  Assembly,  held  under  the  constitution  of  the  government  of  Indi¬ 
ana. 

On  which  dav,  being  the  dav  appointed  bv  the  constitution,  for  the  meeting 
©f  the  General  Assembly  The  following  members  of  the  Senate  appeared,

A  quorum  consisting  of  two  thirds  of  the  whole  number  of  members  boing 
present.  The  house  proceeded  to  the  choice  of  a  President  pro  tem  andupoT 
the  question  b  ing  taken,  it  appeared  that  John  Paul,  the  senator  from  the 
counties  of  Jefferson  and  Switzerland,  was  unanimously  chosen.  Whereupon 
Mr.  Paul  was  conducted  to  the  president’s  chair — The  oath  to  support  the  rort- 
stitution  of  the  United  States,  the  constitution  of  the  state  ©f  Indiana.  And 
the  oath  as  prescribed  by  the  act,  “entitled  an  act,  m  ire  effectu  ally  to  prevent  du¬ 
eling”  was  then  administer^  by  Dennis  Pennbgi'oa*  & <1  *  justice  ef  the 
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peace  for  Harrison  countv.  and  the  senator  from  the  count?  of  Harrison-— Af¬ 
ter  which  the  tameoaths  were  administered  to  each  and  everv  of  ihr  m  mbtr.% 
by  Dennis  Pennington,  Esq  excepting  himself,  which  oaths  were  ad  ninisterrd 
to  him  by  the  honorable  Waller  Taylor,  one  of  the  judges  in  and  over  the  In¬ 
diana  territory,  co  mi  nurd  in  oft  «  by  the  constitution  of  the  state  of  Indiana. 

The  housa  proceeded  by  ballot,  to  the  choice  of  a  Secretary,  and  upon  exam¬ 
ining  the  ballots,  it  appeared  that  George  R.  C.  Sullit  an  was  duly  elected  The 
same  oaths  together  with  the  oath  of  office,  were  also  administered  by  Denuia 
Pennington,  Esq  to  the  secretary. 

The  house  then  proceeded  to  the  choice  of  n  Door  keeper,  by  ballot,  and  os 
Counting  the  ballots,  it  appeared,  that  Henry  Batman  was  unanimously  elected. 
And  the  like  oaths  were  administered  to  the  door  keeper  by  Dennis  Penninr- 
ton,  Esq. 

On  motion  of  Mr  Ferris, 

%  Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  inform  the  house  of  representa¬ 
tives,  that  the  senate  have  met,  formed  a  quorum,  appointed  John  Paul  Presi¬ 
dent  pro-tem.  G  R.  C  Sullivan  Secretary,  and  Henry  Batman  Door  keeper, 
»nd  are  now  ready  to  proceed  to  business  Whereupon  the  same  was  appoin¬ 
ted,  consisting  of  Messrs.  Prince  and  F  rris.

Mr.  Feaningtun  laid  before 
the  house,  similar  proposals  from  Cox  &  Nelson* 

And,  on  motion — Ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Farris,  laid  before  the  house*  the  petition  of  John  Ewbank  and  others, 
pravirg  that  an  act  may  be  passed,  more  effectually  to  encourage  the  killing  of 
wolves.  Also,  the  petition  of  John  Shrayne  of  Jackson  county,  and  others* 
pra\  ing  an  act  to  be  passed  for  the  regulation  of  the  practice  of  medicine— 
which  were  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table* 

A  messige  from  the  House  of  Representatives  by  Mr.  Flovd.  Mr.  Presi¬ 
dent — the  House  of  Representatives  have  concurred  in  the  joint  resolution  from 
this  house  for  the  purpose  of  appointing  a  joint  committee  to  wait  upon  the  gov¬ 
ernor  aud  lieut.  governor,  and  conduct  them  to  the  House  of  Representatives, 
to  take  the  oaths  of  office  in  the  presence  of  the  two  bouses,  and  have  on  their 
part  appointed  Messrs.  Fioyd  and  Lynn,  a  committee.  And  then  he  with¬ 
drew. 

At  the  period  agreed  upon  by  resolution,  the  Senate  proceeded  to  the  House 
of  Representatives  ;  when  the  governor  and  lieut.  governor,  were  conducted 
by  the  joint  committee  appointed  for  that  purpose — and  then  the  oath  to  sup- 
port  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  the  constitution  ot  the  state  of  Indi¬ 
ana,  and  the  o^th  of  office  was  administered  to  the  governor  and  lieut.  govern¬ 
or  by  the  honorable  James  Scott,  one  of  the  Judges  ot  the  United  States,  in 
and  ovi-r  the  Indiana  territory,  and  continued  in  office  by  the  constitution  of  the 
state  of  Indiana. 

The  governor  then  in  person,  delivered  the  following  communication  to 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  state  of  Indiana. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate , 

And  House  of  Representatives. 

The  period  has  arrived,  which  has  devolved  on  you,  the  important  duty  of 
giving  the  first  impulse  to  the  government  of  the  state.  The  result  of  your 
deliberations  will  be  considered  as  indicative  of  its  future  character,  as  well  as 
of  the  future  happiness  and  prosperity  of  its  citizens.  The  reputation  of  the  statef 
as  well  as  its  highest  interest  will  require,  that  a  just  and  generous  policy  to¬ 
ward  the  general  government,  and  a  due  regard  to  the  rights  of  its  member* 
respectively,  should  invariably  have  their  proper  influence. 

In  the  commencent  of  the  state  government,  the  shackle*  of  the  cotoniat, 
should  be  forgotten,  in  your  united  exertions  to  prove  by  happy  experience, 
that  an  uniform  adherence  to  the  first  principles  of  our  government,  and  a  vir¬ 
tuous  exercise  of  its  powers,  will  best  secure  efficiency  to  its  measures  and  sta¬ 
bility  to  its  character,  without  a  frequent  recurrence  to  those  principles,  the 
administration  of  the  government  will  imperceptibly  become  more  and  more 
arduous,  until  the  simplicity  ot  our  republican  institutions  may  materially  be 
lost  in  dangerous  expedients  and  political  design. 

Under  every  free  government,  the  happiness  of  the  citizens  must  be  identifi¬ 
ed  with  their  morals,  and  while  a  constitutional  exercise  of  their  rights  shall 
continue  to  have  its  due  weight  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  required  of  the 
constituted  authorities  of  the  state,  too  much  attention  cannot  be  bestowed  to 
the  encouragement  and  promotion  of  every  moral  virtue,  and  to  the  enactment 
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of  laws  calculated  to  restrain  the  vicious,  and  prescribe  punishment  for  eve¬ 
ry  crime  commensurate  to  its  enormity.  In  measuring  however  to  each  crime 
its  adequate  punishment,  it  will  be  well  to  recollect,  that  the  certainty  of  pun¬ 
ishment,  has  generally  the  surest  effect  to  prevent  crime,  while  punish clients 
unnecessarily  severe,  too  often  produced  the  acquital  of  the  guilty  and  disap¬ 
point  one  of  the  greatest  objects  of  legislation  and  good  government. 

To  enforce  as  far  as  practicable  a  more  rigid  discharge  of  the  duties  of  justi¬ 
ces  of  the  peace,  in  relation  to  the  petty  crimes  which  may  be  placed  within 
their  jurisdiction,  might  be  productive  of  salutary  consequences.  To  annex 
penalties  to  crimes,  if  the  perpetration  of  them  shall  be  suffered,  knowingly  to 
pass  unheeded  by  those  whose  duty  it  may  be  to  guard  against  the  violation  of 
the  laws,  with  impunity,  will  to  a  very  considerable  degree,  result  in  a  relaxa¬ 
tion  of  morals,  a  consequent  disregard  to  the  laws,  and  a  measurable  contempt 
of  the  officers,  who  may  be  appointed  to  administer  them. 

The  dissemination  of  useful  knowledge  will  be  indispensably  necessary  as  a 
support  to  morals  and  as  a  restraint  to  vice,  and  on  this  subject  it  will  only  be 
necessary,  to  direct  your  attention  to  the  plan  of  education  as  prescribed  by  the 
constitution. 

‘  In  recommending  a  revision  of  the  statute  laws  now  in  force,  it  can  scarcely 

be  necessary  to  offer  any  reasons  for  the  measure,  other  than  the  obscurity 
Which  pervades  them  and  the  amendments,  which  they  must  necessarily  under¬ 
go  to  adapt  them  to  the  present  form  of  government. 

The  organization  of  the  judiciary  of  the  state  as  provided  for  bv  the  constitu¬ 
tion,  with  adequate  salaries  to  its  officers,  or  a  plan,  calculated  to  render  the 
administration  of  justice  free  from  any  unnecessary  expence  or  delay  will  en¬ 
gage  your  most  serious  attention. 

The  incorporation  of  the  banks  now  in  operation  within  the  limits  of  the  state 
as  state  banks,  if  desirable  on  the  part  of  those  institutions,  may  be  found  less 
difficult  at  present,  than  at  any  future  period. 

To  provide  ways  and  means  for  the  current  year,  including  the  demands  on 
the  state,  created  by  the  late  convention,  will  no  doubt  engage  your  particular 
'  attention.  It  is  not  to  be  expected  that  the  annual  revenue  of  the  state,  espe¬ 
cially  for  the  present  year  will  be  equal  to  its  annual  expenditure  without  resor¬ 
ting  to  taxes,  too  heavy  for  the  existing  circumstances  of  the  country.  An  ad¬ 
equate  loan  therefore,  is  recommended,  if  it  can  be  obtained  on  suitable  terms, 
to  supply  such  deficit  of  the  revenue,  in  preference  to  an  emission  of  treasury 
bills,  inasmuch,  as  interest  will  also  accrue  thereon,  and  be  liable  to  counter¬ 
feiting  and  other  improper  practices.  Under  this  view  of  the  subject,  it  will 
be  proper  to  liquidate  and  cancel  the  demands  existing  upon  the  former  gov¬ 
ernment  under  the  character  of  territorial  warrants.  A  state  debt,  although  it 
may  be  found  unavoidable  for  a  time,  may  with  facility  be  reimbursed  hereaf¬ 
ter,  without  additional  taxes,  when  the  subjects  of  taxation  shall  continue  to  in 
crease,  in  proportion  to  the  increased  purchases  of  the  lands  of  the  United 
States,  and  when  other  sources  of  revenue,  to  arise  from  the  grants  made  to  this 
state,  can  be  resorted  to  and  realized. 

I  recommend  to  your  consideration,  the  propriety  of  providing  by  law,  to 
prevent  more  effectually  any  unlawful  attempts  to  seize  and  carry  into  bondage, 
persona  of  colour,  legally  entitled  to  their  freedom,  and  at  the  same  time  as  far 
as  practicable  to  ppevent  those  who  rightfully  owe  service  to  the  citizens  ofaqy 
other  state  or  territory,  from  seeking  within  the  limits  of  this  state  a  refuge 
from  the  possession  of  their  lawful  owner*.  Such  a  measure  will  tend  to  se¬ 
cure  thost  who  arc  free  from  any  unlawful  attempts  and  secure  the  rightsof  the 
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citizsas  of  other  state*  and  territories,  as  far  as  ought  reasonably  to  be  expee. 
ted.  With  a  full  confidence,  that  your  legislative  duties  wt!  be  characterized  by 
a  strict  regard  to  the  constitutional  rights  of  the  citizens,  the  rising  prosperity 
and  importance  of  the  state,  my  cordial  co  operation  will  be  cheerfully  attor- 
(Jed.
